MR. TAFT’S RECORD, 
Here is the way one of the.|inncipal 
organs of his own party, the Boston 
Transcript, reads the record of Mr. 
Taft: 


He was heartily in favor of the uncondi­ 
tional ratification of the original covenant; he 
ft í \ ored the ratification of the second covenant 
exactly as the president brought ffecfe tele from 
Paris; he favored its ratification‘mctíácfpanied 
by a separate resolution of interpretative dec­ 
laration, but urged that these should not be 


em bodied in the 
resolution 
of 
ra1 ification. 
Then lie favored the ratification of the coven­ 
ant with the mildest'possible reservations em­ 
bodied in the act of ratification. 
Finally he 
favored the reservations that bear the name 
of Senator Lodge, and warned the president
